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V. Reports To The Conference 

A. Alaska Children’s Services 

Alaska Children’s Services is proud of its newly-adopted mission statement, “Based upon 
the spirit of Christ’s love, Alaska Children’s Services provides quality care and treatment 
for children who need special assistance to develop self-esteem and the ability to live in 
harmony with others.” 

Robert L. Griswold is Executive Director of Alaska Children’s Services (ACS). Compre¬ 
hensive programs of treatment for troubled children, adolescents, and families are provid¬ 
ed to clients from throughout the state, approximately one-third of whom are Alaska 
Native — Aleut, Indian, and Eskimo. Programs include Jesse Lee Home (residential treat¬ 
ment for up to 40 children, ages 6 to 16, with moderate to severe emotional and behavior 
problems); Adventure Based Program (which features short-term residential treatment for 
up to 12 boys, ages 14 to 18, identified as delinquent or moderately emotionally disturbed); 
and two Intensive Care Units (each treats six boys and girls, ages 12 to 18, providing thera¬ 
peutic intervention for children with a major emotional or behavioral handicap requiring 
high staff-to-child ratio and a highly structured program with intense supervision). A Fam¬ 
ily Enhancement Project provides early intervention/education to assist the families of el¬ 
ementary school children who are experiencing problems with school and family. 

A recently finished video, narrated by former Governor Jay Hammond, gives a current 
overview of the work of ACS, and runs 17 minutes. Loanercopies for interested individuals 
and congregations are available on request (without charge) by contacting Jeanne B. John¬ 
son, Resource/Agency Relations Associate, 4600 Abbott Road, Anchorage, Alaska 99507, 
(907) 349-5304, Ext. 275. 

Three areas of accomplishment ACS would like to emphasize are: 

1. The youth referred to ACS through the Department of Youth and Family Services 
(DFYS) come with a greater severity of problems than youth treated in the past. 
This trend affirms the need for the programs we currently offer. Additionally, wait¬ 
ing periods for youth to come into treatment have increased, due to funding con¬ 
straints and number of beds purchased by the State; this indicates need for increase 
in services provided by the State. 

2. ACS is making great strides in achieving better and more effective ways of reaching 
the youth in our care through habilitative programs of treatment. Staff in-service 
training is mandatory, extensive and varied. The emphasis is to “catch ’em being 
good” and affirm acceptable behaviors by making all interactions 90% positive. This 
significantly impacts attitudes and desired results. Dr. Chuck Lester is Director of 
Program and Clinical Services. 

3. An energetic Spiritual Life Committee, headed by AJeen Fison, a dedicated United 
Methodist Church representative on the ACS Board of Directors. Aleen has been in¬ 
strumental in revitalizing this Committee, which selected Pastor Leonard Turek, an 
American Baptist clergyman, as our new Spiritual Life Director/Church Liaison. 
Serving this year with Chaplain Turek is Brian Crockett, a Lutheran Intern. ACS is 
committed to meeting the spiritual needs of our young students to accept their worth 
as special human beings as children of God, despite the problems they have encoun¬ 
tered. Advance Special funds have been of significant help in funding our Spiritual 
Life Program. 

Alaska Children is affiliated with the United Methodist Church, American Baptist 
Churches, The Evangelical Lutheran Church in America and the National Benevolent Asso¬ 
ciation of the Christian Church (Disciples of Christ), and proud of its rich religious heritage. 
ACS is a member agency of the United Way of Anchorage, the Child Welfare League of 
America and is fully accredited by the Council on Accreditation of Services for Families 
and Children.

As Alaska Pacific University's new president, I'm happy to report that your farthest 
no: th college is doing well. 

OUR STUDENT BODY has grown steadily since Glenn Olds reopened the school ten 
years ago. 1200 now enroll each semester and applications are up. Most students are from 
Alaska. One quarter of our full time undergraduates are Alaska Eskimos, Aleuts and Indi¬ 
ans. Another 18 percent are from the Lower 48 and from other countries. 

] EXCITING PROGRAMS ... I find APU bursting with energy and ideas. The integrative 
cui riculum with its practical link to careers is firmly in place and is generating related 
centers. The Alaska Native Institute has federal money to serve as a resource not only to 
oui students but to educators throughout Alaska. Our new Center for Religious Study and 
Sei vice engages an ecumenical group of Alaskan leaders to develop continuing education 
and research for laity and clergy. A doctoral program is being offered in education in part- 
nei ship with Boston University. To better serve adults in our area, we are initiating a fast 
track degree completion program with help from the National College Assessment Pro- 
gr« m. Our Center for Pacific Rim Studies is developing resources to address the great new 
reality of our time: the emerging Pacific nations. Things are also falling into place for a 
Center for Polar Research which involves a remarkable group of scientists, business people 
an< [ government officials, all looking at the far north in a coherent way. 

HEW BUILDINGS have enhanced our ability to attract students. The Moseley Sports 
Center has enabled us to begin a successful intercollegiate sports program. University Hall 
horses our administrative offices and the United States Geological Survey. Construction 
has begun on a public television building. 

OUR FINANCIAL CONDITION, in terms of long range financial stability, seems as¬ 
sured. Our endowment, composed primarily of Anchorage real estate, provides a good rate 
of i eturn from leases, even in Alaska's distressed economy. The plunge in oil prices and en- 
sui lg economic crisis in Anchorage has, however, hurt our ability to raise funds and so cash 
flow is a constant worry. 

THE FUTURE ... Among my major goals for Alaska Pacific University over the next 
fev years are the building of academic excellence, moral leadership, intellectual excite- 
me it, a Pacific focus, public confidence and a broadened base of financial support. 

WE CHERISH YOUR SUPPORT. We are grateful for your prayers and concern. And we 
hope to see more of our United Methodist young people here as students in what we find to 
be i personal, caring environment. We seek your guidance and help in fulfilling our mis¬ 
sion.

D. Nome Community Center, Inc. 

“Affirmation” and “change” are words which describe the Nome Community Center in 
1987-88. 

The Board of Directors, following months of discussion among the members and dialogue 
with General Board of Global Ministries of the United Methodist Church, affirmed the cove¬ 
nant relationship between NCC and GBGM. The covenant proclaims the mutual objectives 
shared by both groups: providing leadership for Christian witness and action which reflects 
the Christian faith and tenets of the United Methodist Church; working for justice and the 
elimination of oppression; developing, implementing and administering program models 
which empower persons in need to meet those needs individually and collectively. The cove¬ 
nant recognizes that the first task of NCC is to be responsive to the needs of Nome and the 
Norton Sound area, while maintaining a primary organizational relationship to the Nation¬ 
al Division of the GBGM. It is expected that a closer relationship between the United Meth¬ 
odist Church and the Nome Community Center will be developed in the coming years, 
without jeopardizing ecumenical relationships, and governmental grants upon which the 
center depends for program funds. 

A nation-wide search was conducted in the fall of 1987 to hire a new executive director 
for the center. The Rev. Douglas McCoy, United Methodist pastor, was nominated for the 
position, and the General Board of Global Ministries confirmed his being hired. For the 
past six years he has served under special appointment developing and directing an ecu¬ 
menical prison ministry in Northern Nevada. Under his leadership, the board hopes that the 
current financial problems of NCC will be able to be solved, and that new ministries and 
services will be developed. 

The Nome Community Center continues to provide services to the elderly in Nome, 
through the XYZ Senior Center, and to the teens and pre-teens, through the Youth Center. 
Both programs serve primarily native Alaskans, most of whom are low-income and in need 
of many services. Affirming the work that has been done, the board is seeking to reach 
more seniors and youth in the community in the year ahead. Changes in staff of the youth 
center and senior center reflect a commitment to ministering to the needs of the partici¬ 
pants and to expand services. It is anticipated that new ministries will be developed during 
the timing year, which will address some of the other critical needs of Nome, and involve 
the religious community and the public. 

To support the work of NCC in the year ahead, a greater emphasis will be placed upon 
promoting the Community Center as an Advance Special, and encouraging volunteers in 
mission who will participate in the work of the center. 
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E. United Campus Ministry, Fairbanks 
BUT HOW MANY...? 

Probably everyone who is reading this report knows at least one person who has been in- 
lenced in a major way by a campus minister or a campus ministry. You may be that per- 
,. No one doubts (I hope) the important role campus ministry plays in the life of the 
jiole church, especially as a developer of young adult Christian leaders. 

But behind this appreciation for campus ministry seems to lie a haunting question. Even 
of us who best know the value of campus ministry find it creeping into our talk about 
tr favorite campus ministry unit. The question often comes with a tinge of (or maybe a 
st of) suspicion — “But how many people do you reach?” In pursuit of this question, 
lited Campus Ministry at the University of Alaska at Fairbanks took a hard, head-on look 
lithe query. Were we glad we did! Here's what we learned. 

[First off, we learned that we serve six groups of students, faculty and staff. You see, the 
question is often asked this way: “How many students are in your group?” But UCM at 
F (and this is true of every campus ministry I know about) has a student group which is 
iy one major component of our ministry. One of six! Students are not the only people we 
Faculty and staff are served, both as individual persons with individual spiritual and 
;ellectual needs, and in their roles as professors, program coordinators, and administra¬ 
te The six groups we serve are: 

1 . U.C.M. STUDENT GROUP participants 

|2. Students in formal CREDIT COURSES on the Bible and World Religions 
S. Participants in BREAD FOR THE WORLD/A TIME FOR PEACE 
k. Individuals and couples who receive formal or informal COUNSELING 
p. Attenders/participants in SPECIAL EVENTS 
p. People whom we touch by our PRESENCE 

[As you might surmise, many people are touched or served in more than one of the above 
igram categories (indicated by the capitals). As you might also surmise, we touch people 
our presence that we are never aware of. We know this because occasionally — make 
t regularly — someone comes forward to let us know how we have touched them. 
{Examples of the kinds of events/programs of each of the six groups are: 

. U.C.M. STUDENT GROUP: Weekly worship/fellowship, retreats, special events 
. CREDIT COURSES: Lectures, one-on-one time with students, evenings at instructor's 
e 

BFW/TFP: Weekly meetings for program planning, program execution, letter writing 
paigns, etc. 

. COUNSELING (formal/informal): Personal adjustment, spiritual guidance, premar- 
i, marriage, etc. 

. SPECIAL EVENTS: Safer Sex Day booth, guest lecturers, Baccalaureate, etc. 

. PRESENCE: Dorm meetings, dorm calling, registration booths, etc. 

BUT, HOW MANY... Right. In a nutshell, here are “The Numbers” we recorded for 1986- 
87, 

. U.C.M. STUDENT GROUP: 20 each week; 40-some with relationship to the group 
:. CREDIT COURSES: 14 each semester 
. BFW/TFP: 8 weekly meetings; 30 average attendance at events 
. COUNSELING: 8 weekly (formal); 8 weekly (informal) 

. SPECIAL EVENTS: 50 weekly 
5. PRESENCE: 20 weekly 

THIS ADDS UP TO APPROXIMATELY 5,000 people contacts in 1986-87. Of these, we es- 
tir late nearly half, or 2,500, are either one-on-one or small group contacts. 

Probably everyone who has read through this report knows someone — maybe them¬ 
selves — who has been influenced in a major way by a campus minister or campus minis¬ 
try. That positive experience has not made “The Numbers Issue” go away. I hope in this 
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report I have made it clear that at U.C.M., Fairbanks our outreach on your behalf is not 
only deep, but WIDE.

F. University Community Ministry, Anchorage 
David K. Fison, Campus Minister 

This is my tenth and final year as Campus Minister. Here is a sketch of some of my min¬ 
istry. 

THREE MEDITATION ROOMS are provided with a.perpetual candle, a daily devotional 
guide, a Bible, and free inspirational posters. 

THE JIMMY DAVIS MEDITATION ROOM — Before becoming Campus Minister, I 
helped provide this room at APU, including designing and building its furnishings. Many 
weddings, baptisms, and memorial services have been held here plus chapel services each 
Thursday at noon. 

THE UPPER ROOM at UAA was established three years ago on the fourth floor of the 
College of Arts and Science. Although not everyone signs the guest book, there are nearly 
700 signatures recorded. 

THE GROTTO is now a year old in building K, under the south stairwell. Its use in¬ 
creases as it is discovered. 

These three rooms provide quiet places, especially in times of grief, disappointment and 
other stress. Many notes of appreciation are written in the guest books. 

TWO SMALL BLESSINGS CAFES (APU and UAA) provide well over a thousand serv¬ 
ings daily of an assortment of hot beverages, soups and oatmeal, on a “Pay what you wish’" 
basis. It is free for those without funds and contributions almost cover expenses. This is 
sharing as a family by keeping the water boilers filled and by cleaning up. It is a parable of 
community, reminding each one to share with others for God. Many words of gratitude have 
been received here. Over ten years the two cafes have provided over a million servings and 
many warm feelings toward this ministry. Jeffrey Winters, my student associate, is over¬ 
seeing the APU cafe and assisting in many other ways, 

COUNSELING — In these years, hundreds of hurting students and others have received a 
listening ear, some counsel and prayer, in offices, meditation rooms, hospital rooms, in caf¬ 
eterias or by the way. Also, at least twenty-five memorial services have been provided. All, 
attempting to communicate something of God’s Love. I am instantly available during work¬ 
ing hours, thanks to my beeper. 

GUEST LECTURING — I have responded to more than 100 invitations from UAA, ACC 
and APU professors, to address a variety of classes on many subjects. I relate the subject of 
the course to spiritual concerns. I also share my own faith and respond to many questions. 
These have been my congregations. About half of the students have no religious participa¬ 
tion, therefore it is perhaps the only opportunity the Church has to encourage a spiritual 
concern in these students. 

OTHER TEACHING I have held a variety of small group Bible studies over the years, 
two jointly with Fr. Jim Laudwein. Meeting places include meditation rooms, dormitories, 
cafeterias, and class rooms. I have also been an instructor for credit courses at APU in 
Christian Origins and Moral Choices. 

BIBLE PROMOTION — Next to my offices at APU and UAA are shelves which display 
over 100 Bibles in four translations plus a dozen in foreign languages. These are sold at cost 
from the American Bible Society. Several hundred Bibles have been sold over the years. 

OTHER ANNUAL AND SEASONAL PROGRAMS 

THE “FINAL” RESTING PLACE — For 19 semesters, this program has provided 
places to rest from final exams and enjoy refreshments (provided by our sponsoring 
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< hunches) and inspiration from the campus minister. I have utilized my CHRISTMAS TO- 
' 'EM POLE at the finals before Christmas. 

THE SACRED ARTS COMPETITION each Spring provides another way for students to 
l ive expression to the spiritual dimension of life. Many have been blessed by the over 400 
i ntries galleried over these 10 years. 

THANKSGIVING — Table tents, with my 12 thankful thoughts and prayers, have graced 
lunch room tables the week before Thanksgiving. Also over 1000 sets of these will be used 
1 y students and staff each Thanksgiving for years to come. The APU Pot Luck Snack pro- 
l ram is always an extra blessing. 

ADVENT LOG AND TREE LIGHTING ceremonies are accompanied by carols from a 
i lusical saw. These brighten the winter darkness. 

THE EASTER SUNRISE SERVICE draws a crowd from both campuses to Atwood Cen- 
t er — a continental breakfast always follows. 

COMMENCEMENTS — I will have prayed for 31 by this May. This year I was asked to 
f ive the Baccalaureate address at APU. 

OTHER PARTICIPATION — Necessary brevity allows only a passing mention of par- 
t cipation in programs of student orientation, Native associations, student potlucks, guest 
F reaching, University Boards and Committees, special observances, student conferences, 
countless invocations and services for various functions across the campuses, and hundreds 
c f other such things over these 10 years. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS — My thanks to those denominations, churches and others 
tiat have provided the financial support to make this ministry possible. Thanks also to the 
Universities, administrators, staff and students who have given help, encouragement and 
s upport, and provided space and other support for this ministry. Also, thanks to Greatland 
vending for coin processing and Personal Page for my Pager. 

A TRIBUTE TO MY U.C.M. BOARD — This faithful group, under the leadership of 
Mary Jane Landstrom, Hope Turpin and Barbara Shaffer, has allowed me to be creative in 
r linistry with a minimum of direction, but with constant support and encouragement. My 
1 >ve to them. They will secure a new Campus Minister who will bring other valuable talents 
t) this work, and may he or she find fulfillment in the ministry here as I have. 

I retire from active ministry after 28 years in Alaska. We have our home here, where I 
vill pursue creative writing and art and have time with Aleen, my constant companion and 
s jpport; without whom my ministry would not have been complete. Has this ministry made 
a difference? With 15,000 persons on the campuses each semester, I could not reach them 
all, but some lives have been touched and influenced for good, and while the source may be 
f >rgotten, yet I trust the values instilled will remain and be passed on over the years.

G. New Ministries Committee 

Phase n of the Conference New Ministries Program is in its final year. United Methodist 
Churches throughout Alaska through it have extended their ministries in four important ar- 
eps. 

Aldersgate is a thriving new congregation in Juneau under the ministry of The Reverend 
Jbhn Campbell. A dynamic Korean congregation meets at St. John United Methodist Church 
ip Anchorage with pastoral leadership provided by The Reverend Geo-Chong Park. 

The Alaskan Native Ministry in Anchorage carried on by The Reverend Walter Moffett 
hhs had a major impact in Anchorage where the largest concentration of Alaska Native 
ppoples reside. It is extended to Wales where John Waghiyi ministers from Nome. 

In Fairbanks the St. Paul congregation has purchased land and are preparing for their 
church building program. The Builders Club inspired by Bob Smay’s leadership has sought 
funds for a parsonage for Ninilchik and handicap persons improved access to the Homer 
Church. 
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Sincere appreciation is extended from the Committee to all United Methodist persons 
who have provided leadership and funds for these worthy ministries. Reaching for a 
$500,000 goal at the beginning of this quadrennium, $289,000 was pledged to the Phase n 
program. As of April 1,1988 $167,650 has been received in payments. Of the 50% committed 
to program, $23,000 has been designated for the Native Ministry, $40,000 to the Korean Min¬ 
istry, and $63,500 to Aldersgate. All of this has been dispersed except $13,000 yet due to Al- 
dersgate in 1988. 

First priority for funding capital projects has been designated $35,000 to St. Paul of 
which $5,000 has been paid, Aldersgate and the Korean congregations are designated to re¬ 
ceive $50,000 each as funds become available. 

All of the Western Jurisdiction Conferences have received prepared information request¬ 
ing Advance Special matching funds. The Oregon-Idaho Conferences have pledged $100,000 
which has been partially designated to fund the above projects.

Th e Alaska Missionary Conference authorizes an ad hoc committee to be formed to explore 
the relationship between the conference and the Alaska Pacific University in order to 
identify areas wherein the existence of this University can be further strengthened to 
fulfill the dreams of its founders and to meet the challenges of the frontiers of knowl¬ 
edge for all of God’s peoples. The Committee would be appointed by the Bishop, in con¬ 
sultation with the Alaska Missionary Conference Superintendent and the President of 
the Alaska Pacific University. 

I. Purpose of Petition: 

(1) To indicate a “Conference” concern for Alaska Pacific University. 

(2) To cause a body to be formed to participate in “official” dialogue toward mutual 
understanding and growth. 

[I. Committee would: 

(1) Serve as knowledgeable persons in local communities, when university persons 
visit the locality and would serve as sounding boards and interpreters. 

(2) Inventory ways in which local congregations are/have been, affecting/affected by 
APU. 

(3) Identify ways in which relationships can be enhanced/strengthened. 

I [I. A three tiered approach: 

(1) With Pastors. 

(2) With lay leaders. 

(3) With lay members to Annual Conference. 
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No. 5 — Conference-Wide United Methodist Men Organization. (Carried) 

In as much as the Book of Discipline, Section 263 Item 7 United Methodist Men states, 
“Each church or charge shall be encouraged to have a fellowship of United Methodist 
Men chartered through the General Board of Discipleship to provide another channel for 
involving men in the total ministry of the church”, the Alaska Missionary Conference 
initiate action to formulate a duly organized Conference-wide United Methodist’s Men’s 
organization to assist in the organizing of local-church United Methodist Men organiza¬ 
tions. The chair plus a committee made up of one man from each region is to be nomi¬ 
nated by the United Methodist Men organizations of the region or the conference 
nominations committee for election, such committee to be constituted immediately. 

No. 6 — Recriminalization of Marijuana. (Carried as amended) 

(Subject: Complete abstinence from the use of marijuana.) 

WHEREAS, our bodies are the temple of God, and; 

WHEREAS, it is our Christian responsibility to protect these temples, and; 

WHEREAS, marijuana use has had devastating effects on these temples, particularly 
among our youth, and; 

WHEREAS, legalization of even small amounts of marijuana in Alaska has not diminished 
the problem or trend, and in fact introduces a seeming ambivalence and contradiction to 
the First Admonishment of the 1984 General Conference to abstinence (see Pages 149-150 
Book of Resolutions, 1984), and; 

WHEREAS, the UMC has a responsibility to provide clear moral guidance within our soci¬ 
ety; 

THEREFORE, the Alaska Missionary Conference supports and endorses: The practice of 
complete abstinence from the use of marijuana. 


C. Recommendations 

1. Conference Council On Finance And Administration 

Recommendations to the Alaska Missionary Conference 

1. That the 1987 concluding statistics be used to produce the 1989 Grade Point Figures. 

2 . That all requests for funds from the Conference budget be submitted to the Council 
prior to its spring meeting. 

3. That the superintendent’s salary be determined at the rate of 150% of the base salary 
for nonself-supporting churches, plus the appropriate amount for years of service and 
benefits provided all pastors. 

4. That the total salary subsidy be set at $64,500 for 1989. 

5. That the total budget of the Alaska Missionary Conference for 1988 be $496,788. 

6 . That the Grade Point Figure for each local church be the average of the Membership 
Grade Figure and the Local Expense Grade Figure. 

The Membership Grade Figure equals the individual church membership divided by 
the total Alaska Missionary Conference membership at the end of the last calendar 
year. 

The Local Expense Grade Figure equals the individual church local expenditures di¬ 
vided by the total local expenditures of all Conference churches in the last calendar 
year. Local expenses include general church expenses, church school expenses, locally 
paid portions of pastor’s salaries and other benefits. NOT TO BE INCLUDED are loan 
repayments, rental payments for facilities, interest, building improvements, and be¬ 
nevolences. 

The pension apportionments shall be based on the Board of Pension’s recommenda¬ 
tions.

The Mission Sharing Fund shall be apportioned to those churches that have been 
self-supporting for at least four years. The apportionments shall be according to their 
proportionate share of the total grade point figure, for all the churches included in the 
Mission Sharing Fund. 

That the apportionments set by the General Council on Finance and Administration be 
accepted by our Conference, recognizing that this is 73% of a regular Annual confer¬ 
ence apportionment. 

That all account balances in the expenditure divisions of the Conference budget revert 
to the general fund at the end of the fiscal year, except funds in the accounts for Chris¬ 
tian Education offering, Council on Youth Ministries, Conference portion of the Minis¬ 
terial Education Fund, Pastor-Spouse-Church Worker retreat, as well as funds 
designated for Native Ministries, Office Equipment, Mission Vehicles, Annual Meeting 
Expenses, Lay-Clergy Conference, Ethnic Minority Local Church, Regional Program 
Councils, and Wesleyan maintenance, which may be held over for the next year. 

That all churches participate in Advance special giving. 

That all the churches give vigorous support to all United Methodist Institutions in 
Alaska as follows: 

Alaska Pacific University Wesleyan Nursing Home 

Alaska Children’s Services Birchwood Camp 

Nome Community Center Argetsinger Camp 

University Community Min. Anchorage Local church approved 

University Campus Min. Fairbanks Advanced Specials 

That all churches receiving funds to supplement the amount paid the pastor by the lo¬ 
cal church shall conduct an Annual Every Member Financial Commitment Program. 
They shall report their efforts to the CF&A by December 31 of each year. 

That each local church aggressively develop increased local financial support. 

That the Conference be aware of Conference Rule B-7 which states, “All requests for 
Missionary Conference apportionments upon the charge or the pastors shall first have 
to be referred to the Council on Finance and Administration, and no apportionments 
shall be made until the council shall have made its report. If the report is negative, a 
two-thirds vote of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference shall be re¬ 
quired to reverse the recommendation of the Council. Changes in the proposed or 
adopted Conference budget of $1,000 or less may be made from the floor providing that 
the proposed change includes with it a designation as to what other budget category 
shall be decreased. This may be done without additional reference to the CF&A.” 

That all agencies receiving funds from apportionments shall submit financial state¬ 
ments annually to the Council before its spring meeting. 

That local church giving to the Alaska Builders Club is encouraged. 

That all churches are strongly urged to pay their apportionments in ten equal pay¬ 
ments. That local churches promptly remit all New Ministries Phase II funds to the 
Conference Treasurer. 

That the Golden Cross offering is approved each year to support health and welfare 

ministries.

2. Recommendations Of The Board Of Pensions 

Welrecommend that: 

a. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contribution base for 1989 be 100% of the De- 
lominational Average Compensation (DAC) 

b. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contribution rate for 1989 be 12%. 

c. The Comprehensive Protection Program (CPP) rate for 1989 be 4.4% of the DAC. For 
>rdained ministers working less-than-fulltime, the contribution rate be 3.4% of the actu¬ 
al compensation (including 20% of compensation assumed for housing or actual housing 
allowance). 

Remittance of the MPP/CPP shall be made by the Alaska Missionary Conference, and 
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the funds generated through the apportionment system, with the adjustments recom¬ 
mended below. 

e. All ordained ministers under appointment by the Alaska Missionary Conference and eli¬ 
gible for the AMC pension program be covered by CPP, including those receiving less 
than equitable salary (i.e. those serving less-than-fulltime). 

f. Provision be made for ordained ministers serving less-than-fulltime to make contribu¬ 
tions to the MPP/CPP program through the offices and treasuries of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference. If the ordained minister is receiving compensation from other than 
a local United Methodist Church, it is the policy of the Alaska Missionary Conference to 
request that the salary paying unit make contributions on behalf of the individual for 
MPP/CPP. 

g. For Past Service, the benefit rate for 1989 shall be $293 per service year, an increase of 
$12 over 1988. It is the intention to increase the rate for future years as the Conference 
Average Salary changes so as to maintain a rate of 1.0% of the CAS and to avoid penal¬ 
ties if the rate is below 0.90%. 

h. For pension recipients, the annual conference designates up to 100% of the pension pay¬ 
ments to be allocated as housing allowance by the individual clergy person. The amount 
would be excludable from gross income as provided in Section 107 of the Internal Reve¬ 
nue code. (Subject to all IRS rulings.)

j. To maintain comparable levels of contributions for pensions, the following adjustments 
shall be made in the computation of apportionments for the pension portion of the bud¬ 
get only: 

1 . For churches with more than one ordained position/salary, the regular grade point 
figure is used for the first United Methodist ordained ministerial position/salary. For 
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each additional eligible United Methodist position/salary, the church shall be appor¬ 
tioned the full pension cost for that position. The full pension cost shall be computed 
at 16.4% of the DAC or actual compensation (whichever is less) and shall be prorated 
for the effective months of the year. 

2. For Union/United Churches 

a) With one United Methodist ordained minister, the grade figure is doubled. 

b) With no United Methodist ordained ministers, the grade figure is zero (assuming 
the pension for the pastor is paid elsewhere). 

c) When a union/united church has more than one pastor, one of whom is United 
Methodist, the regular grade figure is used. (Adopted 1987) 

For HMEP 

1. All ordained ministers who are affiliate members of the Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence are to participate in the program, except in those cases where financial hard¬ 
ship will result due to pre-existant conditions. Dependents coverage may be provided 
at the discretion of the individual participant. Employees of United Methodist 
churches or agencies may be covered if approved by the AMC Board of Pension and 
if premiums are paid on their behalf. 

2. For ordained ministers, the church or employer shall pay the full premium for the in¬ 
dividual and dependent coverage. 

3. Level of Coverage 

In 1984, the stop loss limit of $500 per person or $1500 per family per year “out of 
pocket expenses” was added. In 1985, increased coverage for psychological expenses 
was added. In 1986, increased coverage included one pap smear per year and $100 to¬ 
wards one annual physical per person. 

3. Commission On Equitable Salaries 

Tile following consensus recommendations will continue minimum salary and mission 
sharing consistent with the 1987 recommendations with no percentage or dollar changes. 

I. Minimum Salary 

A. Cash Base Salary $18,003 

1. This is to apply, in each parish situation, to the following items: 

a. Salary 

b. Social Security 

c. Tax Deferred Annuity 

(Note that the exact amounts of a, b, and c are to be worked out between the 
pastors and congregations involved, and that health insurance is not includ¬ 
ed here.) 

B. Additions to $18,003 

1. Experience Factor — add $100 per service year up to 25 years, from date of or¬ 
dination as Deacon. 

2. Add $100 per year for each additional year after four years of service in a 
minimum salary appointment in this Conference. (Computation to begin with 
the 1983 appointment to place no undue burden on current local resources.) 

3. Area Cost of Living Adjustment (add% of cash base) 

a. Anchorage, 0% added 

b. Kenai Peninsula/North Pole, 10% added 

c. Nome, 30% added 

d. Sitka/Fairbanks/Parks Highway, 5% added 

e. All others, 0% added 

4. A parsonage and full utilities or a reasonable housing allowance will be provid¬ 
ed to pastors serving full-time appointment. 

5. A local transportation allowance will be provided as needed to meet actual 
pastorally related expenses in each situation. 
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II. MISSION SHARING — Salary Subsidy Needs 

This budget item is an area where the conference is able to directly support vital 
ministries so that together we advance God's work in this state.

4. Recommendations Of The Transition Management Team 

We acknowledge the ratification and implementation of the new conference structure by 
the adoption of the changes in the Rules of the conference.

July 1, 1988. Regional Program Councils will be funded out of existing 1988 CCOM 
budgeted funds. The remaining administrative units will meet, pending the availabil¬ 
ity of 1988 budgeted funds. 

We move that the Conference reaffirm the adoption of the Role and Mission Statement. 

We move that the Conference reaffirm the adoption in principle of the three priority strate¬ 
gies: New Church Development, Native Ministries, and Parish Vitalization. 

We move that the priority strategies and support strategies be referred to units of the AMC 
for the 1988-89 year for their refinement, and for ratification and implementation at the 
1989 Annual Conference.

NOTE: References in the rules are to the 1984 Discipline. The rules are supplementary to 
the provisions of the Discipline, therefore, no provisions of the Discipline are included in 
the rules. 

DIVISION 1... ORGANIZATION OF THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

R1.00 ... CONVENING: The Annual Conference of the Alaska Missionary Conference 
(AMC) shall meet on the date set by the Bishop of the area as provided in the United Meth¬ 
odist Discipline (DISC. 1984, PARA. 702.2). 

R1.05 ... PLANNING COMMITTEE: The Annual Conference Planning Committee shall 
plan the Annual Conference session. (SEE RULE 5.21 FOR THE COMPOSITION AND DU¬ 
TIES OF THIS COMMITTEE). 

DIVISION 2 ... ANNUAL CONFERENCE MEMBERSHIP 

R2.00. ORDAINED CLERGY. Any ordained United Methodist clergy appointed by the 
NationalProgram Division and the Bishop of the area to serve within the boundaries of the 
AMC shall be an affiliate member of the AMC (DISC., 1984, PARA 659.4B). Ordained United 
Methodist clergy who are appointed to serve United Methodist churches in Alaska but who 
are not appointed by the National Program Division shall be considered adjunct members 
and shall be given voting rights in the AMC, except on matters of ordination, election of 
General and Jurisdictional Conference delegates, constitutional amendments and other 
general church concerns. Ordained clergy of other denominations who meet Disciplinary 
requirements (DISC., 1984 PARA. 425.2), shall be considered collegial members and may 
vote in the conference in the same way as Associate Members of an Annual Conference 
(DISC., 1984. PARA. 418.2). 

R2.05. INSTITUTION AND AGENCY MEMBERS. Institutions and agencies related to 
the AMC and/or the National Program Division of the General Board of Global Ministries 
of the United Methodist Church shall be full members of the Annual Conference and shall 
be allowed at least two (2) voting members (one lay person and one clergy), both of whom 
shall be members of the United Methodist Church in accordance with constitutional re¬ 
quirements (DISC., 1984. Para 659.5). Institutions and agencies currently related to the 
AMC are: 

Alaska Children’s Services, Inc. 

Alaska Pacific University 

Nome Community Center 

United Campus Ministry, Inc., Fairbanks 

University Community Ministry, Anchorage 

Wesleyan Nursing Home 

R2.10. LAY MEMBERSHIP FROM CHURCHES. The Charge Conference of each charge 
shall elect a lay member and one (1) or more alternate members to the Annual Conference 
quadrennially, at the Charge Conference prior to the first Annual Conference following the 
General Conference session. (DISC., 1984. PARA. 36). Each pastoral charge served by more 
than one clergyperson in full connection shall be entitled to as many lay members as there 
are clergy in full connection. Each congregation of a charge shall be entitled to lay repre¬ 
sentation, provided that there are not more than two (2) members from each charge. 

R2.15. LAY MEMBERS AT LARGE. The AMC Lay Leader, the President of UMW, the 
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Pi esident of the United Methodist Men’s Organization (UMM), and the Diaconal Ministers 
sli all be members of the Annual Conference provided that they have been members of the 
U lited Methodist Church for at least two (2) years (DISC., 1984. PARA. 35). 

R2.20. NON-MEMBER PARTICIPATION. Non-members of the Annual Conference hav¬ 
ing membership on one of its agencies, units, councils, committees, task forces, or societ¬ 
ies, shall be entitled to the privilege of the floor, without vote, on matters relating to the 
re port of said unit, council, committee, task force or society. In addition the following other 
p< irsons shall have the privilege of the floor without vote: 

Local pastors in charge of pastoral appointments 
Lay home missionaries related to the General Board of Global Ministries 
Deaconesses serving within the bounds of the AMC 

T le AMC may authorize national workers, pastors of ecumenical parishes, administrators 
of other denominations, and ordained United Methodist clergy who are not otherwise dele- 
g; ites of the AMC to be accorded the same privilege. 

R2.25. EQUAL MEMBERSHIP. In order to achieve equality of lay and clergy member- 
sllip at the Annual Conference the Bishop and AMC Superintendent may appoint a commit¬ 
tee each year to select lay persons to equalize membership (Disc., 1984, Para. 35). 

DIVISION 3 ... ATTENDANCE AT ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

R3.00. ATTENDANCE. Clergy members, lay members, local pastors and home mission¬ 
aries are expected to attend the Annual Conference sessions on a full-time basis unless ex¬ 
cised by the AMC Superintendent. (SEE RULE 6.05) 

• R3.05. REIMBURSEMENT. Reimbursement for reasonable expenses (excluding meals) 
will be paid for clergy members, lay members, local pastors, home missionaries, confer¬ 
ence diaconal ministers, deaconesses and the AMC secretary, the statistician, the treasurer, 
tl e historian, the chancellor and the Chairperson of the Conference Council on Finance and 
Administration. (CF & A). 

DIVISION 4 ... OFFICERS 

R4.00. SECRETARY AND STATISTICIAN. The AMC Secretary and Statistician shall be 
ejected at the last session of Annual Conference preceding the General Conference to 
serve for the succeeding quadrennium. They shall be nominated by the Nominating Com¬ 
mittee. The Secretary and Statistician shall nominate their assistants annually or appoint 
tqem ad interim for confirmation by the AMC. 

R4.05. TREASURER, HISTORIAN, AND CHANCELLOR. The AMC Treasurer, Histori- 
aji and Chancellor shall be elected quadrennially at the Annual Conference session immedi- 
;ely following General Conference. The Treasurer shall be nominated by the Council on 
Finance and Administration; the Historian by the Nominating Committee; and the Chancel- 
1< r by the Bishop of the Area.

R5.00. NAME AND NUMBER. The Standing Committees, Units and Councils of the AMC 
sliallbe:

R5.05. PROCEDURES 

R5.0500. PLENARY POWER. All Standing Committees shall have plenary power in the 
interim between sessions of the AMC. 

R5.0501. TENURE. No person shall serve on any standing committee, council, or unit of 
the AMC whose members are elected by the Annual Conference of the AMC more than 
eight (8) years and chairpersons shall not serve more than four (4) years, with the following 
exceptions: 

Service of one (1) or two (2) years to fill a vacant position on a quadrennially elected 
standing committee shall not be counted for the purpose of this rule. 

In the case of committees elected in three (3) year or other term classes, the maximum 
period of service shall be two (2) terms, with the provision that a one (1) year appoint¬ 
ment to fill a vacancy prior to the first term shall not count for the purpose of this rule.

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R5.10. DEFINITION & DESCRIPTION 


I R5.1000. ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT 

PURPOSE ... The purpose of the Administrative Unit is to plan, organize and coordinate 
administrative concerns of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

EMBERSHIP ... There shall be nine (9) members with a minimum of three (3) lay per¬ 
ns and three (3) clergy. The AMC shall strive for balance with respect to sex, ethnicity 
d geography in the makeup of the committee’s membership. 

^COUNTABILITY AND LINKAGE ... The Administrative Unit shall be accountable to 
le AMC and shall be linked to the Conference Coordinating Council through its chairper- 
n who shall be a CCC member. 

EETINGS... The Administrative Council shall meet at least two (2) times per year. 

D JTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES: 

To fulfill the requirements of the United Methodist Discipline and the Rules of the AMC 
related to administration, equitable salaries, trustees, pensions, and church location and 
building. 

To oversee the management and affairs of the Alaska United Methodist Foundation 
(convened for that purpose as the Alaska United Methodist Conference Trustees.) 

To present and interpret (in conjunction with the CF & A) the financial support and mar¬ 
keting strategy of the AMC. 

To coordinate and oversee the administrative functions necessary to ensure that the Re¬ 
gional Program Councils will be able to carry out the ministry of the AMC. 

Other responsibilities and duties as assigned. 

R5.1001. ALASKA CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE DELEGATION 

T CRM OF OFFICE... Delegates of the Alaska Missionary Conference to the Alaska Chris¬ 
tian Conference who serve by virtue of their office shall serve during the term of their ef¬ 
fective appointment or quadrennium. Elected delegates shall be elected for a quadrennial 
term at the first session of Annual Conference following the General Conference. Dele- 
gi tes-at-large shall serve for a one (1) year period. 

JMBER ... Their number shall be determined by the Alaska Christian Conference for- 
ula. 

R5.1002. ANNUAL CONFERENCE PLANNING COMMITTEE 
(SEE RULE R1.05) 

EMBERSHIP ... The Planning Committee for the annual conference shall be the Bishop 
the Area, the AMC Superintendent, the AMC Mission Associate, the AMC President of 
lited Methodist Women (UMW) or representative, the Chairperson for Worship (appointed 
the Planning Committee), and the Pastor and Lay Leader of the host church or charge,

R5.1003. COMMITTEE ON NOMINATIONS AND ROLES 

NOMINATION & ELECTION — The Committee on Nomination and Rules shall be nomi¬ 
nated and elected from the floor at the last session of Annual Conference preceding the 
General Conference and shall serve the succeeding quadrennium. The committee shall con¬ 
sist of nine (9) members — four (4) clergy, four (4) lay persons, and the AMC Superinten¬ 
dent. 

CHAIRPERSON — The AMC Superintendent shall chair the committee when it is acting in 
its nominating capacity. When it is acting in its rules capacity the committee shall be 
chaired by its elected chair. 

R5.1004. CONFERENCE COORDINATING COUNCIL (CCC) 

PURPOSE. The CCC shall coordinate the work of the Regional Program Councils (RPC’s) 
and working units, supervising the implementation of the AMC priority strategies and guid¬ 
ing the AMC concerning ongoing strategic planning of program ministry. The CCC will also 
be the arena for addressing general church and conference themes and issues. 

MEMBERSHIP: The following shall be members of the CCC: 

The Chairperson of each Regional Program Council 
The CF & A President or elected representative 
The Administrative Unit Chair or elected representative 
The Professional Ministry Unit or an elected representative 
The UMW President or an elected representative 
The Bishop 

The Conference Superintendent 
The Mission Associate 

A Representative from the Board of Global Ministries (Ex Officio) 

The AMC Lay Leader 
One Youth Representative 

The Chair of the Native Ministry Committee or an elected representative 
The Chair of the New Ministries Committee. 

MEETINGS. The CCC shall meet at least twice during the Conference Year. 

OFFICERS. The CCC shall elect its own leaders. 

R5.1005. CONTINUING CONSULTATION. 

The Continuing Consultation with the National Program Division shall involve the Bishop, 
the AMC Superintendent, and at least four (4) additional persons selected by the Bishop and 
the AMC Superintendent from the Joint Consultation including at least one (1) lay person 
and one (1) ordained clergy and including at least ( 1 ) woman. 

R5.1006. COUNCIL ON FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION (CFA) 

PURPOSE. The purpose of the CFA is to develop, maintain and administer a comprehen- 
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sive and coordinated plan of fiscal and administrative policies, procedures, and manage¬ 
ment services for the AMC. 

EETINGS... The CFA shall meet at least two (2) times a year. 

0 FFICERS... The CFA shall elect its own President. 

R5.1Q07. COURTESY COMMITTEE 

he Bishop shall appoint one clergy and one lay person as a Courtesy Committee for the 
nnual Conference session. 

R5.1008. JOINT MISSIONARY CONFERENCE CONSULTATION 

lie Joint Missionary Conference Consultation with the National Program Division shall in- 
)ive the Bishop, the AMC Superintendent, and six (6) additional persons including at least 
70 laypersons and at least two women. 

R5.1009. NEW MINISTRIES COMMITTEE 

LJRPOSE ... The New Ministries Committee shall plan and coordinate new church devel- 
>ment within the Alaska Missionary Conference. It will be responsible for the Builder’s 
iub Program and shall work at the direction of the Bishop and the Annual Conference to 
;sist in the implementation of the priority strategy of New Church Development. 

EMBERSHIP ... Membership shall consist of four (4) lay persons and four (4) clergy, at 
ast one of whom shall be a member of the Administrative Unit. 

R5.1010. NATIVE MINISTRIES COMMITTEE

R5.1011. PROFESSIONAL MINISTRY UNIT (PMU) 

URPOSE: To oversee and review matters pertaining the professional ministry of the 


EMBERSHIP: (To be elected at the Annual Conference, the lay members to be full partic- 
ants except in cases governed by the provisions of the United Methodist Discipline) 

Five (5) members (3 ordained clergy, 1 diaconal minister and one lay person) nominated 
by the Bishop in consultation with the Chair of the Professional Ministries Unit.

ESPONSIBILITIES:

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R5.1012. REGIONAL PROGRAM COUNCILS (RPC)

Active ordained clergy, active diaconal ministers, and local pastors from local churches 
and campus ministries within the region. 

Lay members to the Annual Conference from local churches and campus ministries 
within the region. 

Three (3) at large members elected from the region at the first RPC meeting of each 
quadrennium. 

The Bishop (Ex-officio)

MEETINGS... The RPC shall meet at least three (3) times per year. 

CHAIR... Each RPC shall elect its own Chair to serve for a two (2) year term and alternat¬ 
ing clergy and laity. The chair will serve as the linking person for the Region on the CCC. 

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES: 

Implement, coordinate and evaluate regional programming, including AMC priority pro¬ 
gramming. 

Provide resources for local congregations. 

Monitor regional operating budgets. 

Act as liaison between General Board and Agencies of the United Methodist Church and 
local churches. 

Coordinate with other RPC’s through the CCC with the RPC Chair as the linking person. 

Provide accountability for RPC work to the Annual Conference.

DIVISION 6... PROCEDURES 


R6.00. SESSIONS. The hours of convening and adjourning the sessions of the Annual Con- 
ference shall be fixed by the Annual Conference Planning Committee. A printed program 
shall be presented for adoption as the order of the Conference at the time of the organizing 
meeting. 


R6.05. ABSENCE. When absence of a member from the various business session is neces- 
sary, permission from the presiding officer or the Conference Secretary shall be secured. 

R6.10. RULE OF THE FLOOR. 


R6.I000. SPEAKING , PRESENTING . Whenever a member desires to present any busi- 
ne ss, or speak to any question, the member shall rise and address the presiding officer, and 
w len recognized, may proceed, restricting his or her comments to the subject currently be¬ 


fore the Conference. 
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R6.1001. ADDITIONAL BUSINESS. All business of the Annual Conference not brought 
forward by the presiding officer may be introduced by a motion from the floor 

R6.1002. VISITORS. Visitors may be given the privilege of the floor without vote by the 
presiding officer of the Annual Conference. 

R6.1003. ALL MATERIALS IN WRITTEN FORM. All resolutions and motions (except 
procedural motions) introduced by a member of Conference shall be submitted in written 
form to the Conference Secretary. The name of persons presenting resolutions, petitions 
and motions shall be recorded in the minutes of the Annual Conference. 

R6.15. OFFERINGS. The Communion Service Offering and offerings for defraying con¬ 
ference expenses are automatically approved. Other offerings must have prior approval of 
the Annual Conference. 

R6.20. LITURGICAL MATERIALS. All liturgical materials prepared for use in worship 
at Annual Conference or other Alaska Missionary Conference sponsored events shall reflect 
both male and female experience in its imagery, language, and participation. 

R6.25. REPORTS. 

R6.2500. STATISTICAL & FINANCIAL REPORTS. Pastors shall submit the statistical 
report to the Conference Statistician and the financial report to the Conference Treasurer 
as requested by these officers. 

R6.2501. PRE-CONFERENCE REPORT. Reports that are to be printed in the Pre-Con¬ 
ference Handbook of the AMC shall be submitted to the Conference Office by April 15th 
preceding the Annual Conference session. 

R6.30. FISCAL MATTERS. 

R6.3000. FISCAL YEAR. The fiscal year for the Alaska Missionary Conference shall be 
the calendar year (January 1-December 31). 

R6.3001. CLOSING. The AMC Treasurer shall close the financial records of the Confer¬ 
ence on December 31st and all remittances must be received and are due by that date in or¬ 
der for the church to receive credit for the fiscal year. 

R6.3002. JULY SALARY. The July salary shall be paid to the pastor by the local church 
to which the pastor is appointed at the session of Annual Conference. 

R6.35. APPORTIONMENTS. Apportionment requests upon the charge or pastor shall 
first be referred to the CF & A. No apportionments shall be made until the CF & A has 
made its report. If the report is negative, a two-thirds (2/3 , s) majority vote of the members 
of Annual Conference shall be required to reverse the recommendation of the CF & A. 

R6.40. BUDGETARY CHANGES. 

R6.40Q0. BUDGETARY CHANGES OF LESS THAN $1000. Without additional reference 
to CF & A, changes in the proposed or adopted budget of the AMC of One-Thousand Dollars 
($1,000) or less may be made from the floor of Conference, providing that the proposed 
change includes with it a designation concerning what other budget category shall be de¬ 
creased. 
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l R6.4001. BUDGETARY CHANGES OF MORE THAN $1000. Changes in the proposed or 
idopted budget of the AMC of more than One-Thousand Dollars ($1,000) must be distributed 
Jwriting at the Annual Conference eight (8) hours prior to any action on the requests. 


R6.45. RULES 

The Annual Conference shall be governed by the rules adopted by the Alaska Missionary 
Ct nference and/or the Rule of the Discipline of the United Methodist Church. Robert’s 
Rules of Order shall govern all questions of procedure when the rules adopted by the Alas¬ 
ka Missionary Conference or the United Methodist Discipline do not apply. 

R6.4500. RULES CHANGES. New, revised, amended, or rescinded rules may originate 
ad follows: 


By recommendation from any Conference Standing Committee, Council, Unit, or Re¬ 
gional Council 


From the AMC Superintendent 

Over the signature of three (3) members of the Annual Conference. 

By Individual members of the Annual Conference who may submit proposal for rules 
changes to the Nominations and Rules Committee for consideration with the under¬ 
standing that the Committee is not bound to report the proposed change to the floor 
of Annual Conference. 


, R6.4501. CONSIDERATION OF RULES CHANGES. All proposals designated as perma¬ 
nent regulation of the Annual Conference shall be first submitted to the Nomination and 
Rules Committee which shall consider the proposal and make a report and recommenda¬ 
tions to the Annual Conference. All changes in the Rules of the AMC, whether to amend ex¬ 
isting rules or to create concerning new rules, must be voted upon by the Annual 
Conference by rule and section number. 
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
